With the primary only 24 days 
away Texas candidates are stepping 
up their political campaigns. 


Candidates for governor and sen- 
ator are stumping the state mak- 
ing rapid and platform appeals for 
votes while candidates for lessor 
offices are confining their cam- 
paigns to their own districts. 


At Toneha, Texas, whore Sena- 
torial Candidate George Peddy was 
born, his supporters have organized 
a caravan to tour Northeast and 
East Texas In his behalf. 
Caravan To Campaign. 
Tho caravan Is composed of a 


bus, 
which will carry the 
high 


school band, and eight of ten car- 
loads of Shelby county residents 
who are out to help elect the Hous- 
ton attorney senator. Tho caravan 
plans to stay on the road until 
election day, July 24. 


Peddy spoke last night at Tyler, 
where he said In a radio speech 
that the federal government has 
turned Into an 
octopus with a 


thousand tax-sucking 
tentacles. 
Senatorial 
candidate 
Lyndon 
Johnson went on the air today in 
San Angelo and "opposed extrava- 
gance in government." He warned 
of "false economy" which he said 
might endanger the nation's safety. 
"I would rather invest dollars to 
prevent war," he said, "than spend 
precious lives fighting for our llb- 
ertlos and our very existence." 
Ooke At Ilouflton. 
He said he wants to "Invest a few 
billions now in preparedness, and 
In the Marshall Plan." 
Coke Stevenson, candidate for sen- 
ate, spoke over the radio today at 
Houston. 
Tomorrow ho plans to 
speak to the Cowboys' Reunion at 
Stamford in West Texas. 
Coke Stevenson said he has nev- 


ev boon a "show-off" officeholder 
or candidate and never would be. 
The former governor said his rec- 


ord as legislator, lieutenant gov- 
ernor and governor demonstrated 
this. 


"Serious Matter." 
Stevenson aald that the senate 
campaign is a serious matter and 
should never "be taken lightly," 
and that It was not "the Coke Ste- 
venson way to hold serious Issues 
up to ridicule." 


"Most of you are familiar with 
my record," he said. "You know 
that Coke Stevenson has never been 
a show-off, either in office or while 
campaigning for office. You know 
I have always upheld certain basic 
principles of government. 


"I have no intention of changing 
my course when I am serving yuu 
In the United States Senate, The 
pattern of my service will be the 
same."

Big Increase In 
Texas Dealhs 0! 
Cancer Revealed 


AUSTIN, July^l.—(Spl.)—An In- 


crease of more than 18 per cent In 
Texas c&ncer deaths during the 
five years between 1943 and 1947 
haa been announced by Dr. Qeo. 
W. Cox, State Health Officer. 
Texas mortality tables compiled 


by the Texas State Department of 
Health show 10*3 cancer deaths of 
5,557, as compared 
to 
6,770 for 


1947. 
"The greater part of this tre- 
mendous Increase in cancer deaths 
Is attributable to needless delay In 
seeking treatment, once a person 
has reason to suspect he has a can- 
cerous growth," Dr. Cox said. He 
added his belief that advertising 
of patent medicines and so-called 
cancer quacks puts dangerous and 
misleading Information before the 
public, thereby adding to the can- 
cer mortality rate. 
This Is be- 
cause people are lulled by such 
propaganda and do not 
receive 


proper diagnosis and treatment un- 
til too late. 
Dr. Cox said that almost two- 
thirds of all cancer eases rely on 
surgery to remove the 
cancerous 
tissue, while the other \hlrd may 
respond to X-ray or radium treat- 
ment. 
"These three methods are the 


only means by which the disease 
can be treated," he said. "Self- 
medications, serums, colored lights, 
pastes, and dictfl- are 
absolutely 
useless." 
The Health Officer pointed out 
that the greatest defense against 
cancer is an early diagnosis and 
campetent treatment by a reput- 
able physician. He urged especial 
attention to any unnatural bleed- 
ing from any body opening, lumps 
in the breast, and skin sores which 
fail to heal normally.

government today 
started a flood control survey of 
the Brazos river watershed to de- 
termine flood damages and means 
of reducing them. 


The Burvey will bo conducted by 


the Water Conservation division 
of tho Soil Conservation Service, 
It will bo directed from regional 
headquarters hero with A, H. Bean, 
soil conservationist, In charge. 


Such a survey must precede a 


program of flood control by the
